A« there any guarantees that 
Pentagon's crimes lit Hie Ama- 
zon basin will nol be repealed 
In any other region of the 
planefl There are no sueh gua- 
rantees. And not only because 
neither Ihe US ml Ilf ary nor the 
White House has given any rea- 
sonable explanations for Ihe 
death of thousands of civilians 
during the tasting of lira new 
defoliants. There are no such 
guarantees prime rlty because 
the US "Brazilian experiment 1 ' 
Is not a random action but ano- 
ther indication ol Amor lea's pre- 
paration for chemical warfare 
and an aspect of 11 s policy oi 
state terrorism. 

Significantly, the Permanent Se- 
cretarial of the A fro- Aslan Peo- 
ple's Solidarity Organization 
made a statement recently stres- 
sing thal the use, or threat to 
use, chemical and other mass 
destruction weapons In areas of 
lhe world which are the scene 
of the unfolding revolutionary 
and national liberation struggle, 
have become characteristic 
Irafts of the aggressive policy 
of world Imperialism led by the 
USA. The testing In the Amazon 
basin of new types ol chemical 
weapons under Ihe guise' of de- 


foliants, If Further stresses^ Is a 
dangerous precedent arousing 
legitimate concern of all peace- 
loving peoples or the world. 

Yes, we can examine lhe 
events In fhe Amazon jungles 
only against fhe background ol 
fha entire US global policy. 
We should necenarlly question 
the accelerated stockpiling of 
enamlcal agents in tho USA, not 
forgefling about Washington's 
attitude to the problem of ban- 
ning chemical weapons. Alrea- 
dy Washington has tremendous 
arsenals of chamlcel weapons— 
53,000 tonnes ol high toxic nor- 
ve agents, 15,000 tonnes of 
ammunition, over 
5,000,000 shells, scores of thou- 
sands of aviation bombs and 
hundreds or thousands of mines 
and land-mlnos. 

i*m? V en ,h ough Hie stores 
ol US chemical weapons are 
enough to annihilate fhe entire 
Mftj 1 *■««* times over. In 
1W1 the us president launched 
a programme for ihe Pentagon's 

chamlcel rearmament". It envi- 
sages ihe storage oi binary 1 
chemical shells, which are 'far 
more destructive than the bra. 
sent ones; For the purpose, the 
Pentagon will be allocated a 


total of 10,000 million dollars 
by 1990. 

The strategy of fhe use el 
chemical weapons is being tai- 
lored by the Pentagon to III 
Into Its nuclear strategy. Like In 
Ihe case of Its "limited" wars, 
lhe USA Inlands to conduct Its 
chemical attacks from other 
countries and from American 
territory. This Is why ihe USA Is 
speeding up shipments to West 
Germany, Britain and Italy of 
chemical weapons and their 
combat vehicles. The NATO Su- 
preme Allied Commander In 
Europe, American General Ber- 
nard Rogers, admitted recently 
that stores in Western Europe 
were ready fo Immediately ac- 
commodate over 10,000 tonnes of 
chemical ammunition in a crisis 
lituallon. Tha general deman- 
ded, too, that the military 
should single-handedly decide 
on the usa of chemical weapons. 

W®ll» Ifje way fhe military can 
act Is well known. During their 
aggression In South-East Asia 
American troops used chemical

Swedish Inventor L. Slenstrflm 
says Hint In a taw years' time 
1 1 tore will lie no need lo freeze 
fruit or vegetables, and, conse- 
quenlly, no need lo have rofrlge- 
rators. All foods like meat, ap- 
ples, cheese, butter and other 
perishables will be stored at a 
constant temperature above zero 
for many months. Mr. 5tenstr6m 
has developed a method for steri- 
lizing foodstuffs by means of 
healtng them in a microwave 
oven. After this operation they 
preserve their original appear- 
ance, taste and consistency to a 
greater extent than after being 
frozen. This also reduces tha 
amount of time spent on proces- 
sing the foodstuffs and electricl- 
Ly consumption.

Salt from a Siberian mine 


The Bratsk timber-industrial 
complex baa set up a big salt 
brine mine which Is unusual for 
the pulp-and-pnper Industry. The 
table salt it extracts is used for 
the oii-lhe-spot production of 
chlorine and caustic soda which 
serve as valuable components In 
the production of high-quality 
cellulose. 

Geologists estimate that the 
reserves of sail here would be 
enough for the complex to ope- 
rate for another 250 years. The 
mineral is extracted by means 


of an economic method of leach- 
ing the salt layers. This makes 
it possible to avoid building a 
large number of surface structu- 
res and to stop transportation of 
salt from Lake Baskunchak 
which Is a long distance away. 

Eastern Siberia has a genuine 
ocean of salt which lies in Bevo- 
ral layers under a vast territory 
In tho region between the two 
rivers — the Lena and the Yeni- 
sei. Thn Siberian "salt depaL" is 
increasingly involved into natio- 
nal economic operations.

Quoting these figures the magazine KOMMUNIST

country's population Is turning Irom producers ol food- 
ifuf/s Into their consumers. Jr means that agricultural 
Output can be increased only through intensification. On 
Ihe other /land, the growth of the effectiveness ol agri- 
culture makes It necessary to consolidate In the country- 
side some categories ol workers, above all those who 
can handle sophisticated and high performance mach- 
inery.

The high-frequency deforma- 
tion, hr the method has been 
called, has proved highly prac- 
ticable In places where ilio tra-

Joints are unsuitable. It is ef- 
fective In joining pipes inndo of 
dlifi-rent metals nnd Alloys, or 
parts which havo non-metal 
aiiii-coiroslon lining. The new 
technology can be used In the 
field and In places not easily 
accessible. Preliminary tests on 
oil pipelines ln the Tatar Auto- 
nomous Republic have shown 
that Its Introduction will save a
